Mr. T aft's entry into New Orleans 
was picturesque and 
thrilling.

cam** up the 10b railes of the Missis­ 
sippi from tits mouth on th** scout 
< m iser Birm ingham at 
th** rate o f : 
nearly thirty miles an hour, breaking ‘ 
all records. 
All the shipping In the j 
river had on gala dress as far as a 
dozen m iles below the 
city, an d the I 
big, muddy stream was alive with tugs 
ami 
stern w heelers 
having 
aboard 
crew s of shouting citizens, 
Th** con­ 
cert of steam whistles, b rass bands and j 
I banks lined with saluting en th u siasts | 
I added to the scene 
A big stern-w beel-! 
er carried the local reception commit- j

ight m iles below the city, with ; 
; which a dozen big tugs and other pas 
senger S team ers hovered around th e 
| cruiser, with her w ar paint, as she 
slowed down and struck a seven-knot 
I pace to keep In company.

i ing salutations, while Mrs. Taft, ob

Chief Center of Interest is Little City 
In Blue Grass State, Not Far From 
Which the Late President Entered 
the World. 


Hodgenville, Ky., Feb. 12.— While 
the centenary of Abraham Lincoln’s 
birth was observed all over the Union, 
the exercises near this place were the 
most Interesting and historic, for it 
was two miles from here th at in 1806 
Thom as Lincoln brought 
his 
bride, 
N ancy Hanks, and Feb. 12, 1909, a son, 
Abraham, was born to the wife. 
He 
lived there eight years, and before he 
left knew very much of what Mark 
Twain calls “the model little farm that 
rained a man.” He went sw im m ing in 
the creek nearby, and by the light in 
the hug** fireplace in the little one- 
room cabin learned his first lessons. 
T he ceremonies were held under a 
m am m oth tent. 
President Roosevelt 
laid the cornerstone, in th*- presence of 
a vast assemblage, is 
a 
mem orial 
1 building built by 
popular 
su b scrip 
| tion to murk Lincoln’s bliihplace. and 
to protect for all tim e the log cabin in 
which the m artyr president first saw 
the light of day. 
The cabin, which is set in flowers. 
th** gift of Kentucky school children, 
is half a mil** from the gat** of the 
farm. 
Five 
penal trains 
arrived 
from 
Louisville. 
G overnor Willson of Kentucky and 
staff arrived at l l o’clock. The presi­ 
dent's train arrived about noon, and ; 
as the chi* ! executive alighted he was 
greeted with a salvo of cheers. 
Im-1 
m ediately after leaving 
the 
train 
th** P resident and Mrs. Roosevelt and 
daughter, with S ecretary Loeb, en te r­ 
ed two closed carriages and a band j 
and a company of the First Kentucky ; 
regim ent formed at th** head of the 
line and the parade moved to the cabin 
site 
Following cam e Governor Will- ; 
son and staff, and a sto re of Ken- I 
tu ck y ’s first citizens In uniform and 
the centenary committee. 
No traffic 
was permit!ed on the road during the 
passage of the procession, but 
the 
side roads were policed by mounted 
officers and lined with thousands of 
persons. 
As the parad** drew up at th** cabin 
I the governor, president, Mrs. and Miss 
Roosevelt, Mr. Loeb and m em bers of 
the cent nary 
com m ittee entered the 
tent amid applause, and took seats 
on the improvised platform. Clone to 
this lav the cornerstone of the new 
mem orial tem ple in a bed of mortar, ! 
and a derrick manned ready to raise 
the huge stone into place when the 
president spread the cem ent ^ ith a 
silver trowel w'hich lay upon the plat­ 
form. 
After the invocation, F orm er Gov­ 
e rn o r Folk, of Missouri, president of 
the Lincoln Memorial association, d * 
livered some rem arks telling the pur­ 
poses of the association, H e was fol­ 
lowed by P resid en t Roosevelt w-ho laid 
the cornerstone, putting in the recep 
tach* appropriate papers, which were 
s e a l'd by Nicholas Koenlgsteln, 
of 
Hodgenville, anti th*' stone raised into 
its place. 
T he President yielded to 
Governor WTllson. who spoke on be­ 
half of Kentucky. General Jam es Will­ 
son, for the Federal arm y and General 
Luke Wright, for the Confederates. 
President 
Roosevelt's address was 
a tender tribute to th** mem ory of the 
m an who for over five years held the 
exalted position he will retire from 
the 4th of next month. 
About 3 o’clock the distinguished 
veterans departed 
In April the next president will dedi­ 
cate the building, which will then be 
completed.

Triumph w as 
his at the last, and barely had he tast­ 
ed it before murder found him, a fill the 
the kindly, patient, fearless eyes were 
closed forever. 


Lincoln and W ash in g to n . 
As a people we are indeed beyond 
m easure fortunate in the characters of 
the tw o greatest of our public men, 
W ashington and Lincoln. 
They were 
alike in essentials they were alike In 
the great qualities which rendered each 
able to render service to his nation 
and to all mankind such as no other 
mull of his generation could or did 
render. There have been other men as 
great and other men us good, but in 
all the history of mankind there are 
no other tw o great men as good as 
these, no other tw o good men as great. 
Widely though the problems of today 
differ from the problems set for solu­ 
tion to W ashington when he founded 
this nation, to Lincoln when he saved, 
it and freed the slave, yet the qualitigu 
they showed in m eeting these prob­ 
lems are exactly tile sam e as those w e 
should show In doing our work today. 
Lincoln saw into the future with the 
prophetic im agination usually vouch 
sated only to the poet aud tile seer. 
He had In him all the lift toward 
greatness of the visionary, 
without 
any of the visionary’s fanaticism or 
egotism , without any of the vision­ 
ary’s narrow jealousy of the practical 
man and inability to strive in prac­ 
tical fashion for the realisation of an 
ideal. 
No more practical man ever liv­ 
ed than this homely backwoods Ideal­ 
ist, but he had nothing In common with 
those practical men w hose consciences 
are warped until they fail to distin­ 
guish betw een good and evil, full to 
understand 
that 
strength, 
ability, 
shrewdness, whether In the world of 
business or of polities, only serve to 
make their possessor a more noxious. 
a more evil member of the communi­ 
ty, lf they are not guided and con­ 
trolled by a fine and high moral sense.

and by the extrem ists of reaction. 
He 
never wavered in devotion to his prim j 
eiples, in his love for the Union and in 
his abhorrence of slavery. 
Timid and i 
lukewarm people were alw ays dSBounc 
ing him because he was too extrem e; 
but, as a matter of fact, he never went 
to extrem es. 
Yet 
perhaps 
the 
most 
wonderful 
thing of all and, from the standpoint 
of tile America of today and of the 
future, tile most vitally important w as 
tile extraordinary way in which Lin­ 
coln 
could 
figlrt 
valiantly 
against 
what he deem ed wrong and yet pre­ 
serve undiminished his love and re­ 
spect for the brother /rom whom he 
differed. 
In the hour o f a triumph 
that would have fum ed any weaker 
man’s head, in the heat of a struggle 
which spurred many a good man to 
dreadful vindictiveness, lie said truth­ 
fully that so long as he had W*en iii 
his office lie had never willingly plant­ 
ed a thorn in any man’s bosom and 
besought his supporters to study the 
incidents of th e, trial through which 
they were passing as philosophy from 
which to learn wisdom and not as 
wrongs to be avenged, ending with 
the solemn ex h o rta tio n that. as tin- 
strife w as over, all should reunite in 
a common effort to save their common 
country

He did not Iiate the man from 
whom*he differed. 
W eakness w as as 
foreign as w ickedness to his strong, 
gentle n ature. 
R ut ids courage w as of 
a quality so high that it needed no 
bolstering of dark passion. 
He saw 
clearly that the sam e high qualities, 
the sam e courage and w illingness for 
self sacrifice and devotion to the right 
as it warn given them to see the right, 
belonged lxtth to the men of the north 
and to the men of the south. 
As the 
years roll by and as all of us, wher­ 
ever we dwell, grow to feel an equal 
pride in the valor and self devotion, 
alike of the men who wore the blue 
and the men who wore the gray. so 
this whole nation will grow to feel a 
peculiar sense of pride in the m ightiest 
of the m ighty men w h o mastered the 
mighty days, the lover of his country 
ni«l of all mankind, the man whose 
It*u0d w as shed for the union of his 
poop!* and for the freedom of a race 
Abraham Lincoln.
